Texas town where he committed 
the crime. 
The state announced it would 
seek the death, penalty for the 
laborer, Frank Salazar, who ab- 
ducted his enamorata and 
fled 
here after shooting Mr. and Mrs. 
Paul Kennedy of Miles, Tex., and 
fracturing the skulls of their two 
daughters with an ax. 
The Mexican still protested his 
love for Wllma Kennedy, 16-year- 
old pretty blonde, as she left for 
home, Insisting she did not care 
'him; that she wanted only 
hurry to the bedsides of her 
Kiff, sisters, who lay 38 hours 
in their blood-spattered 
home be 
fore aid came, 
At 3 a. m. today Wilma 
was 


• brought to the home' of her uncle 
Earl Kennedy, who lives near 
Miles. Although she begged offi 
.cers to let her see her gravely 
wounded sisters, she was not per 
mittcd to do so. 
Hospital 
attendants 
said 
th 
younger sister, Faye, had "only 
a very slight chance to live" and 
that Imogene, 13, had a fair 
chance but only that. 


Through a sequence 
of 
wild 
events, Salazar had kept the girl 
Ignorant of the fact he had kill- 
ed her parents 
until 
officers 
seized him yesterday, freed 
the 
girl, and told her of the tragedy.

"I was crazy, drunk . .on.. 
key and beer," Sheriff Lee A.

Allen said Salazar in his 
statement said he went to the 
Kennedy farmhouse 
late Thurs- 
day night. He waited outside un- 
til the lights went out and he 
felt certain the household 
was 


asleep. 
Then, In the space of a few 


minutes, Salazar — who said he 
never before had gotten in trouble 
except "once when I got caught 
In a poker game" — embraced an 
orgy of crime. 
He shot the Kennedy watchdog 
to 
insure stealth of his move- 
ments; shot Kennedy and robbed 
him; shot Mrs. Kennedy; forced 
Wllma outside and tied her while 
he returned to the house and at- 
tacked the other children; stole 
the Kennedy car and kidnaped 
Wilma.

Ing, but asserted he did not re 
member attacking the children.'

PEDESTRIAN'S TRAFFIC 


EYE 


As 
cities, 
intent upon 


making their streets safe 
for citizens, study the caus- 
es of all accidents and the 
means of preventing them, 
they find two facts. First, 
it is easier to educate driv- 
ers than pedestrians. 


The former have respond- 


ed excellently to the vari- 
ous safety programs. They 
obey 
traffic 
regulations, 


grow more 
careful 
about 


speed and courtesy, and so 
on. 


Pedestrians, on the other 


hand, continue to hurry in- 
to streets 
at the 
wrong 


place, or appear suddenly 
from 
between or behind 


parked cars. 
They disre- 


gard traffic lights. They re- 
main defiant toward mo- 
torists, 
seeming 
to take 


pleasure 
in 
compelling 


them to swerve or jam on 
the brakes to avoid hitting 
them. 


These things are not uni 


versally 
true. There 
are 


many careful and consider- 
ate pedestrians, yet it is 
found that the ratio of ped- 
estrian accidents increases 
as others decrease. It is pos- 
sible that the fellow on foot, 
particularly if he is not him- 
self a driver, is unable to 
estimate 
distances 
and 
speeds. 


Perhaps stress should be 


laid on that phase of traf- 
fic education. Many people 
do not seem to realize yet 
how much faster cars move 
than they used to, -and ped- 
estrians are slow to adapt 
themselves to the 
higher 


speeds. So it is all the more 
necessary for them to obey 
the traffic lights, as drivers 
are obliged to do.

Al' 
most any kind of soil, he says, 
harbors certain 
fungi that may 
attack the tender seedlings. 


Soil for starting plants Indoor* 


should be light and sandy so It 
will not hold too much water. It 
Is best to obtain It from woods 
or fields away from 
cultivated 
areas. If necessary to use soil 
from the yard garden, It might 
be well first to heat It thorough- 
ly for an hour or two In a hot 
oven, then allowed to cool be- 
fore planting the seeds. Certain 
formaldehyde 
dust 
preparations 
are effective In controlling damp- 
Ing-off 
(diseases, 
of 
seedling 


plants) 
when 
mixed 
with soil 
just before planting. 


In watering soil Indoors use 
just enough to keep tho plants 


' from wOtlng. 
Seed should not 


bo shown too thickly 
because 


.seedlings In dense stands tend 
to

long-stemmed

i '.ho sunlight as much as possible 
t) so they -will be dark green In 
*• color and sturdy. Seedlings grow 
faster under high

cooler conditions will pro- 
duce stockier plants. 


In addition to the many seed 


and soil treatments for damplng- 
off, it has been found that seeds 
sowed In pure sand will produce 
seedlings remarkably free from 
the

seedbed 
diseases. 
Sand for raising seedlings should 
contain no soil nor decaying or- 
ganic matter on which damping- 
off -fungi might be living. 
The 
seashore or a deep sandpit are 
likely sources 
of 
fairly 
good 
coarse sands 
suitable 
for this 


particular 
purpose,

tiny sand can be used after sev- 
eral washings In hot water.

Because most seeds contain only 
limited amounts of stored 
food 
materials for the seedling, It Is 
necessary to wet the sand thor- 
oughly once or twice a week 
with a solution made by stirring 
two teaspoon fuls of a complete, 
commercial, 
chemical 
fertilizer, 
such as 5-8-7. in a gallon of 
water. If more watering Is re- 
quired between the fertilizer ap- 
plications In order to keep the 
sand constantly moist, the con- 
tainer may be placed In a shal- 
low container of water until the

NEW YORK, Dec. 19.—(ff)—The 


federal government opened a co- 
ordinated inquiry today into a vast 
International arms smuggling plot 
which officials predicted would net 
co-conspirators "equally as Impor- 
tant" as Philip Musica, arch-swin- 
dler of his time. 


As authorities began an extended 
probe Into the $18,000,000 shortage 
in the crude drugs department of 
the McKesson & Robbins Corpora- 
tion—"milked", they said, to pro- 
vide funds for the smuggling en- 
terprise—Musica himself lay In a 
Brooklyn morgue. 
With his widow virtually the only 
mourner, he will be buried in a 
guarded ceremony during the day 
In the Cypress Hills cemetery in 
Queens, near his father, Antonio 
Musica, an immigrant Italian bar- 
ber. 


The distinguished-looking, 61-year 


old ex-convict, who as "F Donald 
Coster" became head of the world's 
third largest drug firm and ended 
a lifelong career In deception by 
blowing- his brains out, remained 
in death the key enigma in a case 
of baffling complexity. 
Although a number of other an- 
gles remained unexplored, acting 
U. S. Attorney Gregory F. Noonan 
said representatives of the six fed- 
eral agencies in the coordinated in- 
quiry would lay "special emphasis 
on the arms-smuggling .phase of 
the Investigation." 
Noonan said these and other gov- 
ernment agencies also would probe 
thoroughly reports that 
Musica, 


convicted In the $1,000,000 "human 
hair" fraud In 1913, used part of 
the $18,000,000 missing McKesson 
and Robblns funds to pay off black- 
mailers who threatened to disclose 
his identity.

Another lead of possible national 
repercussions was the theory held 
by most investigators that Muslca's 
emplra of swindle and his reported 
traffic in munitions 
were 
safe- 


guarded by political protection- 
bought with stolen millions. 
Federal authorities disclosed that 
their chief clue In the arms smug- 
gling Inquiry was a recent letter 


to George Musica, alias "George 
S. Dietrich," assistant treasurer of 
McKesson and Robbins, ordering 
150,000 rifles and 250,000,000 rounds 
of ammunition. 
Investigators said they had not 
yet established the true Identity of 
the man who wrote the letter. 


George Musica, 47, scheduled to 
be brought here from New Haven, 
Conn., during the day, will be ques- 
tioned with the other surviving 
brothers, Arthur, 44, alias "George 
Vernard," Canadian agent for the 
drug firm, and Robert, 34, alias 
"Robert 
Dietrich," 
purchasing 
agent for the firm's Bridgeport, 
Conn., plant.
